MOSCOW—Prime Minister Mac- 
millan of Britain and Premier 
Khrushchev of the Soviet Union 
met in the still, white peace of 
the Russian countryside Sunday 
to confer for eight hours on the

This proposal by the editor of 
the Arkansas Baptist is signifi- 
cant. It is especially so when the 
editor’s mail shows a majority 
approving his stand. The Baptist 
church membership makes it the 
largest denomination in the state. 
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The fact is that the people in 
the massive resistance states are 
just now being told the truth. For 
four years their political leaders 
deceived them by saying the 
court had acted illegally and by 
assuring them that they would 
not lose their school systems. 


Dr. McDonald is not anti-South- 
ern. Nor is he an integrationist. 
But he is a man who knows what 
a disaster it is to lose the public 
schools. 


It is quite possible that the re- 
‘action in Arkansas derives in 
part from the conscience of the 
people who now understand that 
Congressman Brooks Hays, who 
was defeated by a Gov. Faubus- 
supported write-in vote, had been 
giving them honest leadership. 
The moral factor involved for the 
Christian is now more clearly 
seen. 


And, also, after a year of chaos 
and bitterness and a near-police- 
state city, business in Little Rock 
is declining. The people have 
learned what losing a school sys- 
tem means. 


Church Leadership

BONN—The Western Allies now are planning their

This represents an important 
change in the West’s assessment 
of the situation. The possibility 
has been a factor in allied think- 
ing from the beginning of the 
crisis nearly three months ago. 
But the assumption for a long 
time was that success in arrang- 
ing a conference would auto 
matically delay the turnover. 


It is now taken almost for 
granted that East German “‘peo- 
ples police” will confront the al- 
lies at the road and rail check- 


West Berlin a demilitarized free 
city. 


FEW DAYS OF GRACE 


An East German is expected 
at the same time at the four- 
power Berlin air safety center 
that maintains technical control 
over flights between Berlin and 
the West. 


At the best, allied diplomats 
believe, the West will have only a 
few days of grace after the dead- 
line. 


The allies’ contingency planning 
as the result of this new assess- 
ment falls into two parts. One is 
to meet the situation if the East 
Germans have already been desig- 
nated in one form or another as 
agents of the Soviet Union at the 
checkpoints and the air safety 
center. 


This would be what the diplo- 
mats here call a managerable 
situation for which contingency 
planning has beeu well-advanced 
and agreed to by the United 
States, France and Britain. The 
East Germans would be permit- 
ted to stamp and handle the 
documents of allied military traf- 
fic as the Russians do now. 


U.S. WOULD WALK OUT 


However, the original hope of 
western diplomats that such a 
designation would be forthcoming 
is rapidly fading. Many of them 
believe that the West should walk 
out of any conference going on 
with the Russians if controls 
are transferred unilaterally and 
without reservation. 


There is still only a skimpy 
agreed outline of how the allies 
will proceed if the Russians with- 
draw completely. Military com- 
manders of the road convoys and 
trains, it.is believed, will be per- 
mitted to identify themselves to 
the East Germans as allied per- 
sonnel not subject to control. 


The convoys probably will be 
left uncovered to make things 
easier for the East Germans if 
they are inclined to go along 
with this procedure, The convoys 
and trains will attempt to go on, 
but so far as the United States 
is concerned it is planned that 
the East Germans will not be 
permitted to stamp the docu- 
ments. 


NO CRASHING TALKED 


As things stand now, none of 
the Western powers has any idea 
of trying to barrel through road 
or rail blocks that the East Ger- 
mans might throw up. And the 
idea of going through with tanks 
‘is as much anathema to most of 
the Allied military advisers (and 
not the least the West German 
generals) and to the diplomats. 


The Allies will probably make 
a second try for peaceful passage, 
perhaps with lightly armored ve- 
hicles to emphasize their point. 
But no question of force will. be 
considered—unless the East Ger- 
mans use it first—until the Uni- 
ted Nations has been brought into 
the situation. 


The assumption here is that 


there will be no interference at 
first with supplies for West Ber- 
lin’s 2,200,000 civilians. These 
supplies are already checked and 
controlled by the East Germans. 
The Communists are expected to 
try to show that only Allied mili- 
tary traffic is at stake—at least 
for the time being.

Without an indictment, no bench 
warrant can be issued for Jones, 
Cook said, although a special war- 
rant might have been issued on 
evidence of a breach of the law. 


Cook said he was confident he 
would have no trouble in locating 
Jones.

He described the new recruit as one “‘who is different from

Dr. William Hurder, director of 
mental health training and re- 
search programs for the South- 
ern Regional Education Board, 
and Peyton Hawes, president of 
the Georgia Assn. for Mental 
Health, appeared on the WSB-TV 
‘panel program, Press Gallery, 
sponsored this week by The At- 
lanta Journal. 


“When the public demands, the 
politicians act,” Hawes said. 
“We must sell the idea to the 
public that mental illness is like 
any other illness and should not 
be looked on as a disgrace.” 


Dr. Holland said that an 18-bed 
psyciatric unit would be opened 
July 1 at Emory. “Emory will 
then be set up for a chair in 
psychiatry,” Dr. Holland said. 


Dr. Hurder said that industry 
could help by supporting educa- 
tional institutions with funds and 
“by becoming aware of the acute 
needs of the mental health pro- 
gram.” 


Hawes said that of the 12,000 
patients. at the “warehouse” in 
Milledgeville, 3,500 are alcohol- 
ics or dope addicts, 3,500 are 
senile, and “the remainder are 
ones I would call the mentally ill. 
Proper treatment could return 
80 per cent (or 4,000) of these 
to productive work. They would 
then be taxpayers rather than 
tax burdens.” 


Hawes a former state senator 


said that Georgia has only 3% 
psychiatrists. He also said that 
the state should have a place 
“‘where the old can grow older in 
dignity, rather than being in an 
institution such as a mental hos- 
pital.” 


Dr. Hurder said the pressing 
need is for “nearby treatment” 
fer those mentally ill. “If the 
illness could be caught soon 
enough, a much better percentage 
of cures could be effected,” Dr. 
Hurder said.

How many more big scandals are yet to 
be revealed about operation of state gov- 
ernment under the previous administra- 
tion? 

Hints of major disclosures still to come 
were made by Gov. Vandiver in his con- 
cluding words to the General Assembly 
Friday. 


“T regret to inform members of the 
General Assembly,” said the governor, 
“that in reviewing the records of various 
departments that instance after instance 
of graft, corruption and misappropria- 
tion of public funds are coming to light 
almost daily. . . Conditions are far 
worse than were expected.” 


In rather strong language, Gov. Van- 
diver said he found among his predeces- 
sors “a general indifference permeated 
the entire state establishment resulting 
in breach after breach of public’ trust, 
ranging from petty defalcation to grand 
larceny.” 


Following words with action, the gov- 
ernor yesterday issued a report from Rev- 
enue Commissioner Dixon Oxford alleg- 
ing embezzlement by the former direc- 
tor of the Motor Fuel Tax Unit in excess 
of $80,000. The governor requests the at- 
torney general’s office to prosecute the 
case to the fullest. 


The full extent of alleged “petty de- 
falcation and grand larceny” probably 
never will be known. But certainly, as is 
the case with the revenue department, 
every agency should make all efforts pos- 
sible to get the facts. 


The governor is absolutely right, too, 
in directing the attorney general, as the 
chief legal officer of the state, to “con- 
duct such other inquiries and investi- 
gations as may be deemed necessary and 
that the offender or offenders be prose- 
cuted to the full extent of the law.” One 
can only ask again why the attorney gen- 
eral’s office has been so strangely in- 
active in protecting the interests of Geor- 
gia taxpayers. 

If these conditions are known, the new 
administration has a duty to-expose them. 
If @riminal violations of law have oc- 
curred, the facts should be put before 
the proper authorities. All the legal ma- 
chinery available to the state should.be 
used to effect justice and to help end— 
we hope for all time—abuses of public 
trust by elected and appointed officials. 

Government under our system was 
never intended to be a refuge for crooks 
nor was it intended that the public treas- 
ury should exist for enrichment of poli- 
ticians and their friends. If our system 
is to survive, these tendencies must. be 
fought with every weapon we have. 

So let’s have all the facts, no matter 
how sordid. Let any who are guilty, be 
punished as assurances against such ever 
happening again. :

Other bills left hanging fire included 
such widely recommended measures as an 
auto title registration law, revision of 
court procedures, mandatory jail sen- 
tences for second convictions in lottery 
cases, automatic maximum sentences for 
fourth offenders convicted of felonies, and 
one that would permit deduction of fed- 
eral income taxes from state returns. The 
latter, while pigeonholed because of the 
state’s financial plight, nevertheless rep- 
resents a Change that should be made in 
the near future in order to correct an 
obvious inequity. 


The fee system for county and munici- 
pal officials is another matter needing 
legislative attention. Although a number 
of local bills outlawing the fee method 
were passéd, the state will never rid it- 
self of speed traps and other evils which 
the fee system breeds until the latter is 
banned by legislation of statewide appli- 
cation. Action also should be taken to 
provide a uniform system of traffic 
courts and traffic enforcement. 


Each of the proposals listed above are 
in the public interest. Many of them have 
been urged by numerous grand juries. 
Surely the roadblocks, most of which are 
trivial in nature, can be overcome in 
time for favorable action at the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature.

An innocent bystander was shot in the 
back while lying face down on the floor 
during an armed robbery of a grocery 
store. Police have engaged in gunfights 
and high speed auto chases with robbers. 


Atlantans are wondering what has 
happened to their city, a generally law- 
abiding community. And they have every 
right to be concerned, to ask questions 
and to look to those in authority for an 
explanation and assurance that such a 
condition will not arise again. 


Look at these facts: Of the five men 
arrested during this two weeks, two were 
escaped convicts and a third a parolee. 
One escapee has a life term pending in 
Alabama plus 44 to 77 years in Georgia. 
His companion was serving a life term 
and only a few years ago was listed as one 
of the FBI’s 10 most wanted men. 

The ringleader of the group who was 
wounded during a gunfight with police a 
week ago also is an escaped convict. He 
remains at large, a desperate, bitter and 
dangerous man. 

What happened to our community was 
that an unprecedénted number of. es- 
caped convicts of the worst type, outlaws 
who do not hesitate to use a gun, escaped 
and converged here at the same time. 

Enforcement officers can hardly be 
blamed. They have arrested these persons 
over and over again, convicted them in 
court and sent them off to prison only 
to hear a few months later that they have 
escaped and are free once more to rob, 
plunder and kill. 

One of the worst features of this sit- 
uation is that in too many instances the 
police of Atlanta and other cities are not 
notified of all the escapes in rural coun- 
ties. To avoid embarrassment, no notice is 
broadcast. The first time, for example, 
that Atlanta police knew one criminal, 
last heard of in a Georgia jail, had es- 
caped, was when a Tennessee “wanted 
list” included him as suspected of com- 
mitting a crime in that state. 

The public rarely learns of this prob- 
lem—of the repeater or the escaped 
criminal. Most of the crimes of violence 
are committed by repeaters. The light 
prison sentence or the jail that doesn’t 
confine, both everywhere add to the 
problem of local police. 

Our police department can be im- 
proved. We believe it is in that process. 
But it is fair to note that the crime wave 
was a wave by escaped and paroled crimi- 
nals... all of whom previously had been 
arrested and convicted.

NEW YORK (UPI)—Ten pis- 
tol-packing members of Fidel 
Castro’s army flew to New 
York Sunday to try to woo 
American tourists back to Cuba, 
now that peace has been re- 
stored to the island. 


They were not permitted to 
set foot on U.S. soil until they 
had surrendered their weapons 
to customs officials.

Expert Says City Leads 
In School Broadcasts 


By HARRIETTE WEINSTEIN 


Educational broadcasting is 
designed as a tool for teachers 
and not to take the place of 
teaching staffs says a well- 
known expert in the field who 
was instrumental in getting 
Atlanta's facilities into use. 


Miss Ola Hiller, international 
president of Delta Kappa Gam- 
ma professional teaching fra- 
ternity, paid a return visit to 
Atlanta this weekend to see 
results of her 1948 efforts and 
to speak to local DKG chap- 
ters. Mrs. Eunah Holden, exec- 
utive secretary and past DKG 
president, accompanied Miss 
Hiller. 


Miss Hiller’s first visit to 

Atlanta in 1948 was to serve 
on a workshop faculty to in- 
struct Atlanta personnel in 
“getting their show on the 
road,” 


“And I’m just thrilled to see 
the wonderful facilities the At- 
lanta Board of Education has 
provided,” said Miss Hiller. 
“Atlanta is out in the fore- 
front of other schools in edu- 
cational broadcasting now.” 


IN FOREFRONT 


Miss Hiller is well-versed in 
educational broadcasting, being 
in charge of information and 
communications for the Flint, 
Mich., public schools, on many 
broadcasting workshops and 
writer of many articles on the 
subject. 


She entered the broadcasting 
field as a result of two avoca- 
tions—speech and music. 


“I was teaching at the time 
and took a course in broadcast- 


ing in 1934. That opened up a 
whole new field to me, incor- 
porating the speech and music 
as well as the teaching.” 


She then was one of the pio- 
neers in high school broad- 
casting workshops and devoted 
more and more time to this 
newly organized field. 


“Radio grew quite slowly, 
starting up in the °30s, but not 
actually getting going until 
after World War Il. However, 
television is growing much 
quicker.” 


SUPPLEMENT TV 


But educational broadcasters 
have noted that schools with 
television systems are now ap- 
plying for radio FM permits to 
supplement the TV. 


*“‘We've found that both radio 
and television have a place,” 
said Miss Hiller. “‘For example 
if you want to show children 
how to use art materials, tele- 
vision is the best medium. But 
if you want the child to do orig- 
inal art work and not just copy 
what he sees, we’ve found radio 
gets better results. The hard 
part is determining which sub- 
jects can be done best on which 
medium,” 

Problems all over the country 
are just about the samé. Find- 
ing personnel with. both the

broadcasting ability and the 
classroom ability is difficult. 


And another difficulty lies in 
reaching the high school level. 


“For one thing, scheduling 
makes it hard to reach the 
secondary school,” said Miss 
Hiller. “But another difficulty 
stems from the fact they are 
slow to adapt teaching tools. 
Elementary school teachers use 
more tools and use them more 
readily in their teaching.” 


She feels high school teach- 
ers need to be trained through 
use of teaching tools so that 
they, too, will understand these 
supplementary tools’ use. 


NEED RE-EVALUATION 


Meanwhile, educational broad- 
casting is constantly re-evaluat- 
ing itself to see if “we're on 
the right track.” 


“And our research has been 
quite favorable toward tele- 
vision teaching. It doesn’t do a 
better job than the teacher,” 
she stressed. ‘But television 
gives the teacher a wealth of 
resource material she couldn't 
provide herself. 


“It adds immediacy to teach- 
ing, supplementing tegt books 
which took several years to get 
printed and into use.” © 


As to what lies ahead for edu- 
cational broadcasting, Miss Hil- 
ler made no predictions. 


“We don’t even know what 
some of the potentials are yet,” 
she said. “But you can take 
cameras anywhere, can film 
materials and bring them into 
the classroom, and can bring 
the greatest minds to TV to 
inspire and inform the children.”

Let Shy Child Make 
Friends With Adult

How does an adult make friends with a shy child? 
The answer is: He dosen’t. He lets the child make 
friends with him. The average adult learns this, if 
he learns it at all, the hard way. 


He is little Susie’s uncle, say, 


or her mother’s college chum, 
and he or she pounces upon 
Susie extending hugs, kisses, 
and possibly presents, and 
Susie behaves outrageously. 

If very small, Susie may 
shriek as though a dinosaur 
had just extended its long neck 
from the floor. 


” ‘If 3 or 4 or even older, she 


may bolt and run, This as- 
sumes she initially was trapped 
in the same room with the 
stranger, for the shy child ordi- 
narily has to be coaxed to come 
meet a guest. Sometimes the 
coaxing verges on dragging. 

At 6, 7, or 8, Susie reacts in 
such a cool, detached, contained 
manner, possibly attempting to 
rub off the kiss, that the loving 
guest staggers back. He silently 
wishes he had never opened his 
mouth. He thinks Susie a little 
stinker. 


SELF-CONSCIOUS 


She isn’t, of course. She is 
merely so _ self-conscious she 
would like to sink through the 
floor. 


Some children are born this 
way. There’s nothing wrong 
with them; they simply have to 
learn that the whole world is 
not watching them and criticiz- 
ing them. They usually are gen- 
tle, sensitive children and in 
time will learn the world is a 
friendly place, if one is gra- 
cious. 

This is known as being pain- 
fully shy, and it is just that, 
painful to adults as well as to 
the child. The child’s inner self 
is torn between wanting to be 
noticed and smiled at, and pray- 
ing that no one will notice she is 
alive. 

Pretending that the child isn’t 
in the room is an insult. The 
wisest approach is to greet the 
child as matter-of-factly as pos- 
sible, as though she (or he) 
were some one you saw every 
day. Say “Hello, Susie, how 
are you?”’ and don’t expect an 
answer. This will save you dis- 
appointment, for either you will 
not get one, or if you do, you 
will not be able to hear it, for 
Susie’s head will be so ducked 
her chin will dig into her chest, 
her eyes will be regarding some 
dreadful spot on the ceiling, and 
if she mumbles anything, it will 
be in a whisper. 


STOP PARENT 
Don’t say, to the parent, 
“shy?”’, “sic “P or “T never 


thought you’d have a child like 
that!’”’ And don’t chuck Susie 
in the stomach and ask if the 
cat has her tongue. If the par- 
ent attempts to force the child, 
you'll make a friend of Susie 
for life if you stop the parent at 
once. 

You must, however, smile 
warmly—and try to feel the 
same way. If you have a pres- 
ent, you might slip it to her in 
secret, for otherwise her par- 
ents would force her to thank 
you, and that might be agony. 

Then just pretend Susie is 
your own child and ignore her. 
Don’t keep looking at her. Don’t 
keep babbling. Don’t tell her 
how pretty she is. (She won't 
believe you, anyway.) After a 
while you may be astonished to 
find she is sitting beside you, 
bringing you a toy to mend, or 
a doll to hold, or a drawing to 
admire, or a flower to 
wear. That will be because you 
have taken her for granted and 
she recognizes that as friend- 
ship.

NEW YORK—Political writers in Washington are spreading the 
word that, irked by the White House charges of being free spenders, 
the Democratic majority in Congress will cut into the administra- 
tion’s “economy” budget.

“For the majority of these peo- 
ple, life is not easy,” said Samuel 
R. Young, chairman of the senior 
citizens’ committee on metropoli- 
tan Atlanta community services. 


His committee has been study- 
ing the needs of the elderly from 
the standpoint of income, employ- 
ment, housing, health and leisure 
time. The committee’s 210-page 
report was released Sunday. 


The survey revealed that 62 
per cent of persons over 65 (al- 
most 36,000) living in metropolitan 
Atlanta have incomes of less than 
$1,000 a year, which is below the 
minimum needed for adequate 
subsistence. 


SHORT ON HOUSING 


More than 14,000 older persons 
need and want low-rental housing’ 
units, but only 1,000 units are 
available to them, the survey 
showed. 


The survey reported a shortage 
of visiting nurses, nursing home 
beds and rehabilitation services 
for the aged. 


“In the field of recreation, 
senior citizens would welcome at 
least 307 more social groups de- 
voted to their interests and 1,166 
more friendly visitors to their 
homes,”” Young said in presenting 
the survey report to the commu- 
nity services planning division's 
steering board. 

The committee’s “fact sheet”’ 
about problems of older people 
was prepared by the senior cit- 
izens’ committee appointed last 
March to define the needs of the 
mounting number of older people. 
Under Young’s chairmanship, the 
committee enlisted 225 volunteers 
to interview 625 persons over 65 
years old in Fulton, DeKalb and 
Cobb counties.

“The findings of the committee 
thus represent what older peo- 
ple themselves say about their 
problems,” said Young, a retired 
railroad executive. : 


“Tt is imperative,” he said, 
“that the community should estab- 
lish a more realistic attitude 
toward its aging population. We 
feel that the community should 
do three things for older people: 


“1. Provide them with oppor-

MARSHAL FOR MONEY 


Earp Was No Saint 


W yatt 


COWBOYS are among television’s 
most popular subjects. Research shows, 
however, that the TV cowboys generally 
are much more heroic than the originals 
—who often were phonies, drunks, row- 
dies and bums. This, the second of four 
weekly articles, discusses Wyatt Earp.

The real Wyatt Earp was the greatest of the 
frontier marshals. He tamed many a wild cow- 
boy, using his fists as often as his guns. 

He was a tough man, and so he was called 
inte the toughest towns — Tombstone, Wichita, 
Dodge City. But he was no saint. 

He spent a good part of his marshaling time 
dealing faro in the gambling joints and had no 
patience for the.due process of law when his 
own brother was killed. He tracked down the 
slayers, killed them and then Wyatt Earp him- 
self became a fugitive from justice. 

Earp was one of five brothers, and three of 
the Earp boys were Western gun-fighters. It’s 
possible that some of the deeds credited to Wyatt 
actually were performed by Morgan or Virgil. 

TAMED TOWNS 


Nevertheless, he had much to do with taming 
the wild towns of the West. He was the man 
summoned by the more sober citizens of a com- 
munity when they had their fill of the cowboy 
carousing. 

But Earp’s methods and customs were not 
of the sort which would be condoned today. Of 
his Dodge City days, Earp told biographer 
Stuart Lake:

The cowboy didn’t give any more trouble after that 


He couldn’t. He was unconscious. 


Today this sort of thing would be damned as police brutality. 
Interested as he was in money, Earp was willing to do business
